PUPILS ORDERED 
TO BE VACCINATED 


Woman Teaches in Three 
Schools While tll with Small- 
pox Wrongly Diagnosed. 


COUNCIL TAKES ACTION 


All Children Must Be Treated by 
Friday or Barred from At- 
tending Classes. 


VICTIM ALLOWED TO VISIT HOTEL 


Thirty-three thundred children in .the 
Evanston schools must be vaccinated before 
Friday or quit going to school. 

That order was made in a resolution 
adopted by the council of Evanston last night 
after 1,100 children had been exposed to the 
disease by a teacher of physical culture and 
calisthenics in three schools. 

One mémber of the council protested the 
children should have a week to get the opera- 
tion performed, but the mayor explained the 
board of health demanded the vaccination 
be completed before Friday. 

Miss Portia Howe, the teacher, became 
ill last Wednesday, but a physician said she 
had chicken pox. She visited three schools 
with 1,100 pupils after the signs of the dis- 
ease had appeared. The physician permitted 
her to go to her mother at the Oaks hotel in 
Windsor Park. 

Physician Recognizes Smallpox. 

Miss Howe on Sunday afternoon was taken 
in an automobile from her boarding house in 
Evanston at 830 Milburn street to the hotel. 
When shé reached the hotel her mother. Mrs. 
C. E.. Howe, called in the family phy sician, 
who diagnosed the case as smallpox and tele- 
phoned Dr. G. M. Cushing of the Chicago 
health department. The latter ordered the 
young woman to -be taken to the isolation 
hospital. 

“I was going on the word of the Evanston 
doctor,” Mis. Howe said yesterday, ‘‘ whenI 
brought my daughter to the hotel. I did not 
think she had smallpox. The physician from 
the Mvanston health department said she had 
nothing except a touch of chicken pox.” 

Miss Howe remained over night at the hotel 
and was taken to the {solation hospital Mon- 
day afternoon. At the hospital 't was re- 
ported last night the attack wasa light one. 

There are sixty guests at the Oaks hotel. 
None was exposed except Mrs. Howe, mother 
of the young woman. All sixty of the guests 
were vaccinated yesterday. Mrs. Howe was 
kept under quarantine until last night. 


Evanston Officials Must Explain. 

.r. Cushing, who represented the Chicago 
health department in the case, sald that the 
Evanston health departrhent would have to 
explain to Chicago authorities why’ they re- 
leased a smallpox patient and let her go from 
one city to the other. 

Supt. H. H. Kingsley of the Evanston 
schools sald he did not believe the vaccina- 
tion and “‘scare'’ would interfere with the 
operation and attendance at the schools. 

Akthough there was no increase in the re- 
ports of scarlet fever and diphtheria in Chi- 
cago yesterday, Health Commissioner Young 
said the danger of an epidemic has not disap- 
peared. 

“If mattens continue as they are,” he said, 
“ we probably shall be able to handle the sit- 
uation with our present force and equipment, 
but another week must pass before we can 
feel that we are on solid ground again.” 

The Gay’s records showed sixty-one new 
cases Of scarlet fever and thirty-seven cases 
of diphtheria. There were eighty-six new 
cases of measles. 

Rules on Vaccination in Chicago. 

The Chicago board of education has no legal 
right to enforce pupils to be vaccinated, ac- 
cording to an opinion given yesterday by the 
legal department of the board. President 
Reinberg and Mrs. Young, the superintend- 
ent, had contended the question rested with 
the department of health. 

Mrs. Young said she had received a letter 
from Dr. George B. Young, commissioner of 
health, stating that in the last week five new 
cases of smallpox had been discovered among 
the pupils of the Phil Sheridan school in 
South Chicago, making eight cases inall. He 
said all the pupils would be vaccinated at 
once in an effort to prevent ‘the spread ofthe 
epidemic. He declared he felt there were still 
undiscovered cases. 


THREE MEN BURNED IN BLAST 
FIFTY FEET UNDER CHICAGO. 


Gas Explodes in Tunnel from City 
Water Intake at Cottage Grove Av- 
enue and Seventy-second Street. 


Three men were burned about the face, 
hands, and body last night, and four others 
at work in a tunnel fifty feet underground at 
Seventy-second street and Cottage Grove 
avenue had narrow escapes in an explogion of 
gas.

HOLDS UP $200,000 
DUE OLD SOLDIERS 


U.S. Pension Bureau Unable to 
Deliver Checks in Person 
Under New Law, 


MUCH SUFFERING CAUSED. 


Operation of the new pension law has re- 
sulted in a return to the Chicago pension 
office of checks totaling $200,000. The money 
was sent out for old soldiers. 

Out of 60,000 checks sent for the first quar- 
ter of 1913, more than 8,000 have been re- 
turned because the postal authorities were 
unable to find the veterans and meke deliv- 
erles in person. Clerks were et work in the 
pension office yesterday trying to bring order 
out of the chaos created by the unprecedent- 
ed Atuation. Stacks of returned checks were 
piled high on the counters. It.is probable 
several thousand old soldiers in the middle 
west are unable to pay rent and grocery bills 
because their quarterly pensions have not 
arrived. 


Must Be Delivered in Person. 

Under the new law, effective Jan. 1, no pen- 
gion check may be delivered to any one except 
the pensioner. Formerly the mail carriers, 
when authorized by the pensioners, were per- 
mitted to deliver the checks to the old sol- 
dier’s wife, landlady, or some other person. 

Many returned checks are those for old 

soldiers absent from home when the carrier 
called Other veterans have moved and left 
no address. Postmasters are not permitted 
to forward the checks. 

The returned checks vary from $12 to 870 
each. The territory served by the Chicago 
pension office includes all Ulnols and the 
northwest for army veterans, and sixteen 
states in the middle west, including Ohio and 
Indiana, for navy veterans 


More Difficulty Probable. 

The Chicago pension office and all the other 
eighteen branch pension offices throughout 
the country will be abolished on Feb. 1. 

Charles Bent, United States pension agent 
at Chicago, announced no more penelons will 
be paid here after Saturday. Unless ad- 
dresses for delivery Of returned checks are 
received before Saturday. Mr. Bent said, the 
entire 8,000 checks wil be sent to Washing- 
ton. 

It then will be still more @ifficult for old 
soldiers to get their money, as Washington 
officials are unfamiliar with veterans who for 
years have been paid from Chicago. 

If the proportion of returns to Chicago 
holds good for the entire country, according 
to federal officials, there ere at least 150,. 
000 returned checks awaiting better for- 
warding directions. The Chicago office’s an- 
nual payments have averaged $18,000,000, 
Topeka, Kas., ranked first and Columbus, O., 
second.

Dunne Assailed by Browne.

Browne, shaking his extensive mane, de- 
nied positively that he is a pariah or any- 
thing of the sort. He also challenged the 
charge of “ jackpotting ” and said he wasa 
representative of the working people. 

By his accusations he charged the governor 
elect and County Treasurer William L. 
Oo’ Connell with having dealt politically with 
him as recently as Labor day, when he said 
o’Connell had visited him in La Salle county 
and had solicited his support for the Dunne 
campaign. 


Warns of Party Disaster. 

Browne served notice that continued an- 
tagonism of the anti-Lorimer Democrats or 
further interference from the governor elect 
means, as Browne sald, “the élection of a 
Republican speaker and two Republican 
United States senators.” 

Browne denounced Roger C. Sullivan, 
whom he accused of having ueserted John 
McLaughlin's candidacy at a critical mo- 
ment. He deciared the rea) issue in the 
speakership contest is the wet and dry con- 
test. 

Progressive members tonight took advan- 
vantage of the apparently hopeless split in 
the Democratic ranks to issue a call for a 
conference for the purpose of effecting a 
nonpartisan organization of the house. 

The fifty Republicans in the house decided 
to sit back and wait for the Democrats to 
wear themselves down before taking any 
active steps toward a combination. 


Poorman Scores Lorimer Men.

Speech Made by Browne. 

Responding to his name on the thirtieth roll 
eall, Mr. Browne asked leave to explain his 
vote. 

**T am not at all sure,’’ he said, " that this is 
the opportune time or a fitting moment for 
what I am about to say.

Sen- 
ator Barr also attacked Jones. 

In his ruling, holding that a majority of a 
quorum only was needed for business, Lieut. 
Gov. Oglesby said: 

‘In making my decision I have decided to 
be guided by the public good end need of 
this state. The elected senators of this body 
were sent here by their constituents to rep- 
resent them and to settle the public ques- 
tions presented to them. ‘ | 

“Those senators. who have seen, fit, up to 
this time, to be present in this body and yet 
take no part in the deliberations and by their 
nonvoting refuse to let those senators who 
are willing to vote determine what is the 
best policy for the conduct of this body, to 
say the least, are not performing the duties 
for which they were sent here. 

“These senators who refused to vote but 
who, by their presence here, show they are 
taking part in the workings of this senate 
and are, in fact, participating in the delibera- 
tions. are, in accordance with the unques- 
tioned practice of this body for the last four 
years, to be counted present-for the purpose 


of determining a quorum. 


Silence Taken as Consent. 

“ Those sitting quietly and refusing to vote 
are silently acquiescing in the action of the 
majority of those voting, because, if this is 
not so, they would have the right at any 
time to intervene and vote against such 
action being taken by those voting aye. By 
not choosing so to do they are practically 
giving their assent to the actions taken by 
those voting aye, those voting aye being a 
majority of those voting, a quorum being 
present. 

“That being so, the chair will rule that, if 
a quorum of this body is present, that upon 
all questions a majority of those voting will 
decide any question presented to this body 
not otherwise covered by constitutional or 
statutory provisions, providing that a quo- 
rum is always present, and, If the senators 
who helped to constitute the quorum by their 
presence do not éare to vote and take part 
in the deliberations of this body, then they 
shall mot show their approval by supinely 
sitting and not voting. at the same time 
objecting to a majority of those voting ruling. 

“It is within their province to brealga 
quorum by leaving the senate chamber; but, 
so long as they are present and by their 


presence silently acquiesce to acts done by 
those senators who are performing their 
duty by voting, then they shail._be governed 
by the majority of those voting.”’ 


WASTE OF HIGHWAY SPACE. 


Thousands of Acres of Land on Public 
Roads Are Never Made 
Use Of. 


Springfield, INL, Jan. 14.—The legislative 
committee which investigated the subject of 
Illinois highways found out that the traveled 
roadway ranges from eight feet in some lo- 
calities to the full width of the four rods re- 
served for the road in others. 

Rural mail carriers reported that a wagon 
track is used when the road is good and that 
when the ground ts soft the full width ef the 
roadway oftenisused. Theaverage by coun- 
ties shows 12.5 for Hardin county and 42.2 
for Livingston. The average width for many 
of the northern and central counties !s more 
than thirty/feet. The average of the county 
averages for the whole state ts 26.4 feet. 

Thus it will be seen that thousands of 
acres of land on the public roads is never 


used.

JOHNSON AGAIN 
IN COUNTY JAIL 


Negro Pugilist, Caught at Bat- 
tle Creek, Brought Back 
to Chicago, 


WHITE WIFE WITH HIM. 


Jack Johnson, negro pugilist, under $30,000 
bonds on federal indictments charging viola- 
tions of the Mann act against trafficking in 
women, spent another night in a cellin the 
county jail last night. 

He was brought back to Chicago from 
Battle Creek, Mich., by Bert J. Meyer, special 
agent of the department of justice. The lat- 
ter arrived with the bruiser in his custody at 
9:10 p. m. ona Michigan Central train at the 
Park Row station and took him at once to 
the residence of Charles F. De Woody, head 
of the federal bureau of investigation. He 
will face Judge Carpenter in court today. 


Had Shipped Autos to Toronto, 

Mr. De Woody, determined to take no 
chances, ordered Johnson taken to jail. A 
crowd of negroes and his white wife, Mrs. 
Licile Cameron Johnson, who had accom- 
panied him on his flight, went with the pugi- 
list in automobiles to the jailentrance. 

Feceral officials said they are ready to pre- 
pent evidence showing Johnson shipped two 
of his biggest automobiles to Toronto two 
weeks ago. The cars are in that city“now, 
shipped In the name of Joseph Levy, the 
negro’s *English valet, who wae to call for 
them. Levy accompanied Johnson and his 
wife on the train. The negro, it was said, 
also had rented a house in Toronto 

The pugilist was overtaken half way on his 
flight to the international border as the re- 
sult of a tip sent to THs TRIBUNE shortly 
after midnight yesterday morning by a per- 
son who refused to give his name. The in- 
formant said he had seen Johnson board the 
Grand Trunk train for Toronto at the Forty- 
seventh street station in Chicagp. 


Valparaiso Chief ‘‘On the Job.” 

Time tables indicated the next stop of the 
limited train would be at Valparaiso, Ind., 
and Chief of Police E. P. Stanseldof that city 
was telephoned. He agreed to search the 
train. Meanwhile federa) officials in Chicago 
were notified, among them United States 
Marsha! Hoy, but they all refused to Inter- 
fere. When Chief Stansell telephoned later 
that Johnson was on the train, no authority 
had been given him to take the pugilist into 
custody, and he was forced to bet the limited 
proceed. 

One after another of the federal officials 
in Chicago were being roused from slumber, 
but still they refused to make a move. The 
train passed South Bend, Ind., at 2:24 a. m. 
and Cassopolis at 2:59. Johnson now was 
half way on his flight. At 8:50 he would 
arrive at Port Huron, the international 
border. 

Then a reporter rang up the residence of 
Charles De Woody, ehief of the bureau of 
investigation for the department of justice, 
and told him the situation. 

An hour later Mr. De Woody was tel- 
phoned again. 

‘* Jack Johnson was taken into custody at 
Battle Creek at 4:30," hesaid. ‘* He will beia

William Winkfleld of Chicago, who for- 
merly was a messenger in Archbold's office 
in New York told the committee how the 
letters were taken from the Standard Oil 
files and sold for publication in the Hearst 
newspapers. He said he got $2,500, but sus- 
pected other employés involved in purloining 
the documents got more. 

Winkfleld said he was detained, temporari- 
ly, and his house in Chicago searched last 
December by a squad of the detectives who 
were also pursuing Gilchrist Stewart, a negro 
investigator working for former Senator For- 
aker. 

Stewart, on his cross examination, reiter- 
ated his story of being captured and taken 
to the Hearst building and searched on that 
same night. 


Gave Telegram to Stump. 

Winkfi#id said the letters were taken from 
the Se4ndard Oi) offices at 26 Broadway in 
December, 1904. Reluctantly answering per- 
sistent inquiries by Chairman Clapp he said 
that he read in the New York American 
one Gay a story about a telegram that had 
passed between the Standard Oil company 
and some one in Washington. 

‘‘ [spoke to my chum, Charles Stump, about 
it,”’ said the witness. ‘‘ While we talked an 
office boy named Frank Merrlll spoke up 
and said he could show usthe telegram. He 
got the letter book and showed it to us. I 
took a copy of the telegram and gave it to 
Stump, who disposed of it.” 

The witness explained that Stump was an 
employé in the Standard Oil company’s of- 
fices also. The copy of the telegram was 
published shortly afterwards in a Hearst 
newspaper. 


Finds Stump Searching Desk. 

‘I never knew anything more about the 
taking of the letters and telegrams from 
Mr. Archbold’s office until about four months 
later, when, one evening, as I was on my way 
home, I remembered I had left my keys at 
the office. I went back after them and found 
Stump going through Mr. Archbold's desk, 
which was unbocked. He was scared and 
said that there would be something im it for 
me.”’ 

“What did you say to Stump when you 
found him there?’’ inquired Senator Clapp. 

“T ewid: *‘ You are going further than you 
have let me Know about,’™” answered the 
witness. & 

Winkfleld said Stump was going through 
the Archbold correspondence in the open 
Gesk and that later he took from a closet 
two letter copying books. 

Winkfield said Stump explained that he 
and his brother-in-law, a man named “ Zim- 
my ” or Zimmer,’” who worked in Vesey 
street, were doing blisineges together in mar- 
keting the Archbold letters. Stump agreed to 
take Winkfield in on the basis of one-third the 
profits. 

On the day that Winkfleld found Stump 
rifling the desk two letters addressed to Mr. 
Archbold, and the two letter copying books 
were taken from the Standard office. Stump 
told Winkfleld that the letters and copying 
books were to be returned the following 
morning. 


Télls About Prices Paid. 

In response to repeated questions by mem- 
bers of the committee, Winkfleld testified 
that Stump told him that he had received 
$1,000 for the telegram. . The witness said 


he received one-third of that amount. 


“How much wage pald in all for the let- 
tere and telegrams?” asked Chairman Clapp. 

“I can only say how much I received, 
which was less than $2,500," replied Wink- 
field. 

The witness sald he never had knowledge 
of any other thefts of letters or telegrams 
or letter book files. Stump told him, he said, 
that only $500 was paid by " the newspaper 
men ” for the use of the letter file books over

TALK OF HEAVY DEMANDS 


Bulgaria Suggests Indemnity of 


$200,000,000 from the 
Sultan. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—Uniess unforeseen 
events should change the current of affairs 
the war in the near east will be resumed 
within a week. 

The allies have made up their minds to 
take up arms a second time. The Turks 
last week were threatening to leave London 
and let matters take whatever course they 
might. Now the Balkan delegates are con- 
vinced the Turks are merely drifting with- 
out a fixed policy, and they have decided to 
end the seemingly fruitiess debates and 
wire pulling, and resume the battles where 
they left off more than a month ago. 

The Ottoman government failed to con- 
vene the grand council today and apparently 
has no intention of meeting the allies’ ulti- 
matum on Adrianople. 

The allies do not believe in the efficacy 
of the note which the powers will present 
at Constantinople, because it is couched ifn 
too mild terms and simply advises Turkey 
to submit to the fate of war and abandon 
Adrianople for fear of complications in other 
parte of the empire at a time when Turkey 
could not find moral or financial support in 
Europe. 

The Turkish government knows this means 
fhothing, because it Is aware the powers will 
be unable to agree on any coercive measures. 


Heavier Demands Looked For. 

After thelr second resort to arms the 
Balkan delegates assert, their peace terms 
will be different from those Turkey is now 
rejecting, They declare Bulgaria will not 
be satisfied with a frontier line from Rodosto 
to Midia, but will draw it just before the 
gates of Constantinople, and they suggest 
a war indemnity of $200 000,000 or more. 

The diplomats consider the outlook for 
Turkey of the gloomiest character. Kiami) 
Pasha's resignation as grand vizier may be 
the next development.. That would be like- 
ly to be followed by anarchy. 

The country already is hard pressed for 
money, and the condition and spirit of the 
army are matters of doubt.

This agreement, he said, covers all the 
world except the United States, which he 
admitted to Representative Rainey of Illinois 
Was excepted because there isa law here pro- 
bibiting it.

The admission of this agreement amazed 
members of the comaittee, some of whom 
pointed out that, along with previous testi- 
mony regarding foreign trusts in other indus- 
tries, it presented a problem never before 
faced by a tariff making committee. | 

Mr. Davis testified that he and his London 
representative wrote the agreement made 
by the Canadian plant with all the plants in 
Europe. 

“I submittel the proposed form of the 
agreement,’ he said, “to Attorney General 
Wickersham and when the agreement was 
signed I sent Mr. Wickersham a copy of it.”’ 

Mr. Davis did not say what action fhe at- 
torney general took in the matter. 


Take Up Watch Industry. 

Affairs of the Waliham Watch company 
of Waltham, Mass., also were taken up by 
the committee, which continued its session 
far into the night. 

C. A. Keene of New York, a watch retaliler, 
whom E. C. Fitch of the Waltham Watch 
company criticised for violating the com- 
pany’s price standards, urged the committee 
to fix a tariff of 30 per cent ad valorem on 
watch movements of all grades.

The cardinal was extremely. friendly to 
Americans, perhaps just because of thefact 
that -he was of Polish origin veinar AE th 
head of one of the oldést houses of the Polish 
nobility. He used to be known as “ the red 
pope,”’ In order to distinguish him from the 
white pope, who was the pontiff, and from 
the black pope, who was-the general in chief 
of the order of Jesuits. 

He was the only cardinal In the history of 
a chureh that is nearly 2,000 years old who 
was crgated a member of the Sacred college 
while in a prison, and who received the red 
biretta in a dungeon ; 

The prison tn which he was Incarcerated 
when he became cardinal was that of Os- 
trow, in Prussian Poland, and he had been 
arrested and cast into jail by orders of the 
late Prince Bismarck, owing to his refuea! 
as archbishop and as primate of the province 
of Posen. to the so-called Falk 
church laws. 

He spent two full years in prison before 
being liberated and sentenced to exile. and

Count Joseph Ledochowski, for having 
spoken in defense of his friend and com- 
rade Tacoli, and for having expressed his 
eympathy with him, was also compelled to 
resign his commission in the army and to 
surrender his chamberlainship to the em- 
peror. Ledochowski, however, was not re- 
quired to resign from his clubs

With regard to vaccination picture cards, 
which Supt. Ella Flagg Young has recog- 
nized as objectionable and has excluded 
from the schools, it doubtless is true that 
incividual citizens who are Christian Scien- 
tists, as well as thore who are, not, have pro 
tested against having these Cards given to 
their children. The cards in question bear 
a disgusting and suggestive picture of loath- 
some disease. They are calculated to fright- 
en children and are capable of doing great 
harm. Every physician ought to know that 
fear is one of the chief factors In the cause 
of disease, especially in the spread of con- 
tagion. Knowing this, they should know 
enough not to place such cardsin the hands 
of children, thereby creating a fearful men- 
tal picture which may be more harmful to 
the child than lack of vaccination could pos- 
sibly be, even from the doctor's viewpoint. 

Vaccination is not compulsory in this'state 
as a prerequisite to entering the schools. 
Dr. Young himeelf saye that there is no 
epidemic of smallpox, there being only nine 
cases in a population of o -er 2,000,000. Then 
why these cards, unless. as one paper states.

At the moment when the shooting took 
place Count von Reichenbach, then ayoung 
lieutenant, was standing at the curbstone, 
saluting. 

While others tackled Nobiling, Count von 
Reichenbach leaped into the carriage, lifted 
the fainting -kaiser, and stanched the blood 
which had been flowing from his face. 

When the emperor recovered he sent for 
the young officer, promoted Him to a cap- 
taincy, and conferred the Hohenzollern 
Order upon him.

E. D. Mead Talks to City Club. 


In an address before the City club yesterday 
Edwin D. Mead, @irector of the world peace 
foundation in Boston, talked on “The United 
States as a World Power.” 

“There are two kinds of power in. the 
world,” . he said; “physical power and oral 
power; the power of materialism and the 
power of ideas. It is as a man or a nation 
lays the emphasis.upon the one or the other, 
that the record is made up at: last. 

“In the mouthg of many the: caption, ‘The 
United States as-a World Power,’ seems to 
imply .we first bégan to be a world power 
when a few years ago, with a vastly superior 
force, we sank a few Spanish gunboats. The 
United States really began to be a world 
power as soon as it began to be at all, 

“A whole continent made over is something 
worth remembering in the catalogue of world 
powers. The young statesmen who revolution- 
ized Bulgaria thirty years ago were men who 
received their inspiration and their education 
at the American college of Constantinople. It 
was the United States that brought Japan into 
the family of nations.” 

Speaking of China’s awakening, Mr. Mead 
emphasized the wonderful opportunities Amer- 
ica has there. 

“It has been said to me,” he continued, 
“that in case of war between Great Britain 
and Germany the United States would stand 
by the ‘mother country.’ I am tempted to ask 
where the ‘mother country’ is. We have the 
largest Jewish city the world ever has known 
in New York. It is also the fourth largest 
Italian city in the world,”

Cole made a piea for the calling of a constitu- 
tional canvention shich will give to the state 
a new working conatitution, one sufficient for 
the needs of the present day.

Needs of Epileptics 
Impress Judge Owens. 


EED of a hospital for cpileptics in Mfi-_ 


nois was emphatically brought home to 

County Judge Owens by a majority of 

the ninety-eight insanity cases ar- 

raigned before him yesterday in the 
Cook county infirmary at Oak Forest. 

The court moved to the institution for the 
day in order to dispose of the applications filed 
by the residing. physician, Dr, C. Eberlein, for 
the adjudication of his patients. It developed 
that the point of view taken by the judge dif- 
fered from that of the physician. —_ 

“Even if these patients need more than or- 
dinary care, they should remain here, in my 
opinion,” the judge remarked to Dr. Eberlein 
in several instances. “Somewhere they muat 
be, and this institution has the facilities for 
them, while our state asylums are over- 
crowded.” : 

—— 

To relatives of the patients the judge said: 

“There is no state institution to which we: 
can send your relative. Illinois has no place 
for épileptics. In 1911 a $500,000 appropria- 
tion was made by the legislature to start a 
colony, but an injunction was secured and 
the Supreme court threw out the. appropria- 
tion on a technicality. : 

“I can send your relative to an insane asy- 
lum, but they are all overcrowded. In Dun- 
ning patients are sleeping on the floor. 

“ We will continue this case and leave your 
relative here. Perhaps sixty or ninety days 
from now the state will have started to make 
provision for epileptics.” 

The judge ordered Dr. Eberiein to retain all 
patients suffering from epilepsy without com- 
plications. In most of the cases epilepsy was 
the reason for asking commitment to an asy- 
lym.

Alcoholism was ascribed as contributing cause 
to most of the male patients. 

“Give me a drink,” was a frequent interrup- 
tion in the improvised courtroom. 

Fhe men came from all walks of life, and an 
appalling number were young. Touching dem- 
onstrations of affection for human derelicts 
occurred. 

Adolph Mellblom of 2538 Lawndale avenue is 
a married man with two children who earns $20 
a week as an auto repair man, Yesterday's 
proceedings brought out that he supports. a 
crippled father at home and pays $10 a month 
for his brother Charles at the infirmary, an ex- 
pense, Judge Owens sald, that about 95 per cent 
of far wealthier persons leave to the county. 

“Do not pay that again.”’. said the. judge. 
“The rule is not intended for such men as you 
if you already are supporting your father. You 
are the best son that I have met in my experi- 
ence as County judge.”

and flavor in the articles cooked. The slow 
cooking makés tender the most difficult piece of 
meat. 

Also learn to make bread and do not waste a 
crumb of ft, saving little pieces or ends for pud- 
dings, dressings, tomatoes, etc. 

If able, do your own laundry work, also your 
sewing, mending, etc., and see wheat it amounts 
to at the end of the year.

HOLD ELECTIONS 


National and State Institu- 
tions Choose Officers at 
Annual Meetings. 


FEW IMPORTANT SHIFTS. 


Some of Eastern Directors With- 
draw; Little Special Busi- 
less Transacted. 


Chicago state and national banks held 
their elections yesterday. Several had held 
them during the few days previous, and a 
few, mainly newly organized institutions, 
have not changed their annual meeting dates 
to the general time, the second Tuesday in 
January. 

There were few. changes of importance. 
It is noted that some of the eastern direct- 
ors resigned, but no real significance is at- 
tached to that, ahd there were only a few 
matters of special business transacted. 

The stockholders of®the Drovers’ Deposit 
National and the Drovers’ Trust and Sav- 
ings banks approved a 25 per cent stock divi- 
dend, coming out of surplus. This raises 
the banks’ respective capital stock issues 
to $750,000 and $250,000. 

The West Side Trust and Savings bank set 
aside $25,000 out of profits for the surplus 
account, increasing ito $100,000. ~ 


Bank Starts Pension Plan. 

The stockholders of the Chicago Savings 
Bank and Trust company approved the set- 
ting aside of $5,000 as nucleus for a new pen- 
sion program, to be aided by subsequent 
contributions from the bank, officers, and 
employés. In addition to sick benefits the 
plan provides for one-fiftieth of the annual 
salary per year of service for employés re- 
tiring after reaching 60 years of age. 

Two changes were made in the board of 
directors of the Continental and Commer- 
cial National. Herman Waldeck and David 
R. Lewis, were elected to the board. They 
succeeded Samuel McRoberts and Joseph 
Talbert. Mr. Waldeck is vice president of 
the Continental and Commercial National. 
Mr. Lewis is vice president of the Hibernian 
Banking association. 

Edward M. Hagar was added to the Union 
Trust company directorate. and G. L. Wire 
to that of the National City bank. Henrv 
R. Kent became vice president of the Fort 
Dearborn National bank, succeeded as cash- 
jer by George H. Wilgon.:

HOWARD ELTING OUTLINES

‘It lg imperative that Chicago's charter 
shouid be so broadened as to fit more ade- 
quately its particular needs as distinguished 
from the particular local requisites of the 
smaller cities in the state. All these cities 
are now under the same charter Iimitations 
and powers without regard to their particu- 
lar local needs. The charter should pro- 
vide that the city may legislate for, manage, 
and contro! those matters which are loca! in 
their nature and pecuidar to Chicago 

“Among these local affairs may be men- 
tioned the management of the parks, boule- 
vards, streets, alleys and public places, the 
water and sewage systems within the city 
limits, and the regulation thereof, their 
policing, repair, maintenance, and extension. 

“A charter amendment should be provided 
to take place of numerous laws now applica- 
ble to the several tax bodies within the city 
of Chicago so as to consolidate and co- 
ordinate the levy of all general taxes for 
puresy local purposes 

The people have eat théir stamp of ap- 
proval on the first step of the Chicago plan— 
the widening of Twelfth street. When the 
Michigan avenue improvement has been com- 
pleted all our own citizens and the world at 
large will begin to appreciate the boundless 
possibilities we possess for beautifying one 
of the world’s greatest cities.’
